“I basically use my experience and expertise in bal- 
listics, along with my criminology background, to work 
with judicial and police action investigations,” Westrick 
said. “They use the information I present to show shot 
angles, time/space relationships, possible scenarios that 
could have happened given a certain type of gun or bul- 
let, etc.” 

He notes that it’s not easy to describe exactly what 
he does in court, but that many times cases are settled 
out of court and he just has to file a report. 

Much of what he does involving the courts revolves 
around what's called “totality of circumstances.” When 
any action is reviewed, whether it’s by the police or a 
criminal, it all comes down to whether or not the action | 
was “justified.” 

The courts listen to the circumstances and have to decide 
if the action made sense in terms of the situation. That’s where 
Westrick comes in. 

For in- 
stance, as he puts it, “If someone steps on your property line

Proposed marina issue calls for public input 


TO THE EDITOR: 


One Water Street Investments, LLC., current owner of 
the Garrett's restaurant property in Boyne City (formerly 
Stafford’s One Water Street) has again applied to the De- 
partment of Environmental Quality (DEQ) in Lansing for 
a permit to develop a commercial’ marina. This marina 
would be located in the area along Lake Charlevoix shore- 
line at the end of Water Street. Readers will recall the 
furor that followed their previous permit application when 
many concerned citizens and the City of Boyne City ex- 
pressed their outrage. 

At that time, owners of One Water Street LLC. (OWS), 
Greg Krueger and Joe Thomas were unable to satisfy DEQ 
questions regarding the riparian rights and ownership of 
the land. Therefore, the application expired. OWS had 
made a bold attempt to usurp the public land at the end of 
Water Street through the filing of a Quit Claim deed and 
by attempting to establish a riparian line based on a flawed 
survey and, more importantly, a faulty understanding of 
how riparian lines are determined. 

Although this particular area of lakeshore has been 


zoned “marina district” and the use is appropriate for the - 


site, the previous application was completely unaccept- 
able because it positioned the extensive commercial pier 
entirely on City property. The fact is, both of the conflicts 
regarding the riparian line and property ownership were 
created. by the applicant’s bold and bogus claim to the 


_ Water Street road-end. The entire “dispute” was self-in- 


flicted:. However, in view of the considerable financial 
resources. of the applicant and the incentives to pursue 
such a plan, OWS dared to go further. . Without founda- 
tion, Krueger and Thomas continue to threaten litigation 
and although no case has been filed, considerable tax dol- 
lars have been apent ae countless hours of Boyne City 


staff time has been wasted in preparation for a potential 
filing. . 

When I saw the public notice last week regarding the 
public hearing which has been scheduled by the DEQ, at 
the request of the City of Boyne City, 1 presumed the ap- 
plicants had come to their senses and abandoned their 
outrageous riparian claim. In fact they have not. The cur- 
rent application is misleading and incomplete. It proposes 
a “seasonal dock” but drawings actually depict a 400' pier 
with a 200' removable floating end section. This pier is 
to be constructed at the very point where. the south prop- 
erty line of Water Street meets the Ordinary High Water 
Mark (OHWM). The problem with this ts that the point 
of beginning of the riparian line - to any reasonable ad- 
joining property owner - would be precisely where the 
property line meets the OHWM! The location of the pro- 
posed permanent 200-foot section of the pier and the ad-

- ditional 200-foot “removable floating dock” lies directly 


and fully within the riparian area claimed by the City. Of 
further insult is the fact that OWS has not made any ef- 
fort to negotiate a riparian line with the City. They sim- 
ply filed a new application with the State and tried to ex- 
pedite its approval. 

We must become involved in the process, since the 
outcome will affect us all so greatly. The Public Hearing 
is scheduled for Monday, June 21, at 7 p.m. at the City 
Hal! Senior Center. The DEQ wants your input on all of 
the issues and will assess all of the impacts on the envi- 
ronment, aesthetics, water quality, fisheries, river outflow 
and navigable surface rights, to name a few. The City of 
Boyne City needs your support. The citizens: of the fu- 
ture are counting on you to protect and preserve our rights 
for today and for generations to come.

When Boyne City's 
Robin Lee Berry was work- 
ing on her recently-released 
CD, Ahna Kick a Hole in 
the Sky, it was, truly, an ex- » 
ercise in autonomy. A long- 
time songwriter and per- 
former, Berry has always 
sought to follow her own 
path, and has, thus, traveled 
the sometimes rocky road 
of the independent artist. 

With this, her fourth CD, 
however, Berry has found 
that road is becoming more 
well-traveled, and easier to 
navigate, 

‘*The beautiful part is that 
artists, from Prince to Annie 
DiFranco, have made enor- | 
mous strides in self-promo- 
tion,” she said. “They’ve 
defined it really well.” 

Produced by Berry and 
Patrick Niemisto, the CD 
was recorded at the Holy 
Wah Studio and Brewery in 
Maple City, melding, Berry 
notes, the talents of a num- 
ber of northern Michigan 
musicians, including Niemisto and John Kumjin 
(members of the New Third Coast), Glenn Wolff 
and Crispin Campbell (members of the Neptune 
Quartet), Norm Wheeler, Tom Bourcier, Tom 
Keen, Tom Fordyce and Paul Koss, and Graham 
Fineout. 

And last, but not least, the Eeutabutiens of 
Berry’s daughters, Anna Lee Berry and Ruby 
Williams. Berry’s older daughter, Anna, provides 
the inspiration for the title song, “Ahna Kick a 
Hole in the Sky,” and adds her vocal gifts to the

Four of the songs age live

A mix of original and 
cover tunes, the album, as a 
whole, conveys a process, 
one which Berry lived dur- 
ing the decade the CD has 
been making its way to 
completion.

“But that’s what 
music ought to be, and let 
you morph a little.” 

It's what, in fact, Berry’s music and career 
are all about.

“I'm not even allowed to leave the country without letting the government 
know where I’m going and what I’m going there for. But, it’s not that unusual - 
lots of people work under those conditions.” 

Interestingly, Westrick notes, when the government | is looking for someone to 
work for them, their screening is more about a person’s character than a certain 
event that happened here or there. 

“They want to know about your credit, your possible gambling habits, drink- 
ing habits, weakness of personality - things like that. Think about it. It would be 
a lot easier to bribe a person who was heavily! in debt, than someone who was on 
solid ground.” , 

Of course, all of this has been heightened by the events of 9/11 and the world- 
wide terrorist organizations that have come to the forefront since then, “I meet 
with panels within the government who want to know information regarding 
ballistics so that they can make a better decision on armor for our soldiers and 
government personnel,” Westrick said. 

“Terrorism today has caused a major concern regarding the safety of our troops 
and our citizens, so these governmental studies are extremely important.” 

Not all secret information, he adds, always stays ‘secret’ — one idea that was 
‘classified’ showed up in Popular Mechanics Magazine not too long after it was 
presented. 

Though he makes living in northern Michigan work for him, Westrick finds 
the traveling difficult living in our area because, for example, “If you have a 
flight cancelled in northern Michigan, it’s not like there’s another one you can 
jump on.” He’s been stranded many times with special meetings to attend, but 
he had to just go home and try again the next morning. “Airlines are very impor- 
tant in what I do.” 

All in all, though, Westrick and his family have made the choice to pursue an 
interesting career while living in a beautiful place. Clearly, Westrick and his 
family are not preparing ‘tree bark stew or butchering their latest woolly mam- 
moth” to survive.
